The Assembly ’s ready agreem ent to debate the 
case despite Soviet delay ing tactics indicated the 
Allies’ stand would win strong support. 
Day and night sessions were scheduled today on 
a 16 nation resolution denouncing the jailing and 
demanding the airm en’s release. 
Launching the debate 
Wednesday night, Chief 
U. S. Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge J r said an over­ 
whelming vote in favor of the resolution would 
make it clear to Peiping that world opinion con 
siders the detention of the 11 fliers a violation of 
the Korean armistice. 
The U. S delegate also called on the Communists 
to send home a total of 2,8 40 
U. N. personnel he 
said had not y et been repatriated under Korean 
arm istice term s. He charged the Reds still have 
not accounted for 470 Americans. 
Lodge said earlier the Chinese have admitted 
holding four U. S. jet pilots in addition to the 11 
Peiping say s have been jailed as spies. 
Lodge took the floor after the 60-nation Assembly 
beat down dogged Soviet attem pts to keep the item 
off the agenda and voted 44 5 to begin debate at 
once without going through comm ittee channels. 
U. S. sources predicted there would be no opposition 
?xeept from the five nation Soviet bloc and perhaps a 
few Asian Arab nations. 
In his attem pt to kill off the item, Russia’s Jacob 
Malik said the Assembly had no right to intervene be 
cause the Americans were on a spy mission and 
couldn’t be classified as war prisoners covered by the 
armistice. Malik’s spy charges were echoed by repre­ 
sentatives of Poland and Czechoslovakia.

Fear of sin and God’s judgment 
struck terror in Martin Luther's 
heart. So, like many others in the 
16 th century, the young law stu­ 
dent in Erfurt, Germany, sought 
shelter in a monastery. 
This is the dramatic opening of 
“ Martin Luther,” the half-million 
dollar feature film produced on lo­ 
cation in Western Germany by 
Louis de Rochemont Associates,

As an Augustinian monk, Luther 
tried to find peace of mind and 
soul through study, work, worship, 
and confession. But he soon came 


to the conclusion that, no matter 
what he did, he was not able to 
escape the fear of evil and punish­ 
ment. 
One day in his tower room in 
Wittenberg University, he found 
his answer . . . and he says, “ It 
was like the gates of heaven open­ 
ed to me.” 
Reading St. Paul’s 
Epistle to the Romans 1:17 , he 
comes to this conclusion: “ A man 
can’t earn salvation by what he 
himself does. Man gains salvation 
through faith in Christ, through 
w hat God has done for man through 
this Saviour.” 
So Luther fought against the 
sale of indulgences — letters of 
pardon from punishment of sin — 
which the Medici Pope, Leo X, 
had 
authorized. 
He 
demanded 
that the church of his day be clean­ 
ed of secular abuses and that the 
authority for doctrine and practice 
be Scripture rather than Popes or 
Councils.

Last year some 31 million trees I 
\ were sold. 
Forrestry officials say the bal­ 
sam fir is one of the most satisfac­ 
tory for Christmas decoration since j 
it holds its spicy scent and its j 
needles better than the other varie- 
j ties. 
The best way to keep a Christ- j 
mas tree fresh is to cut about an 1 
, inch off the butt end and stand it in | 
water until ready to set up inside j 
the house. If you can keep it in j 
| water after decoratiing, that will 
help to keep it longer, too. 
Because of 
their 
content 
of | 
pitch and rosin, Christmas trees 
with the flammable decorations j 
provide one of the greatest sea-1 
sonal hazards in homes, schools 
and public buildings. Other hazards 
include lighted candles, defective 
electric lights and flammable cos­ 
tumes in holiday pageants. 
“ In two 
minutes 
an 
average; 
tree can start a roaring fire,“ say 
officials of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters. Here are some 
precautions 
the 
board 
recom­ 
mends: 
Use a small tree. Do not set it 
up until a few days before Christ-! 
mas eve. Keep it outdoors until 
then. Set it up in the coolest part 
of the house and turn off the radi- { 
ator if it is standing near one. 
Keep electric trains away from 
it. Use only electric lights that 
are in good condition, and be sure 
there are no frayed wires. Provide 1 
a switch some distance away and 
do not have a plug or coupling be­ 
neath the tree. Don’t leave lights 
burning when no one is at home. 
If needles near the lights turn 
brown, cha’nge the location of the 
bulbs. When the needles start fall-1 
ing take the tree down. Do not 
keep lighted more than one half 
hour at a time. 
Other recommended precautions 
for a safe and happy holiday in­ 
clude: 
Keep ash trays away from flam-1 
mable objects. Never use candles j 
in windows. Use inflammable dec-j 
orations where possible, and fire- j 
proof “ snow.” Dispose of Christ­ 
mas wrappings and boxxes as soon 
as possible.
